IX'6ev. Tayor Denies Complicity In 
the Qoebei R^der^ 

Georgetown. Ky., Aug. 21.— As evi- 
dence in the case of Caleb Powers, 

on trial here, his counsel Thursday aft- 
ernoon filed the deposition of former 
Gov. W. S. Taylor, of Kentucky, now 
a fugitive from justice. The deposition 
contains a general denial by Taylor 
to the charges preferred against him 
In the indictment returned in the 
Pranklln circuit court of complicity In 
the murder of William Ooebei, and 
also a denial of any knowledge of the 
complicity of any of the others in- 
dicted, or charged or of any one, in 
the alleged conspiracy to assassinate 
QoelK'l or any other member or mem- 
bers of the general assembly of 1900 
or even of any participation in or 
knowledge of any attempt to Intlml- 
data the legislators or to force them 
to do aught than just and right in the 
settlement of the contest for the gor- 
ernorahip. He denies that he had any 
of the incriminating conversations al- 
leged to have been bad with him by 
commonwealth wltnessee. The een- 
versationi related by the common- 
wealth witnesses are taken up sepa- 
rately and denied in detail. 

The deponent denies that the bring- 
ing of the armed body of men from the 
mountains in January, 1900, waa lor 
other purposes than to peacefully pe- 
tition the legislature. He denies that 
BO far as he knew they were orderly 
and well behaved and that they re- 
turned home the night of the day of 
their arrival for the sole reason that 
they had accomplished their one pur- 
pose, to assemble on the steps of the 
state capitol and petition the legis- 
lature not to rob the men they had 
voted for as the nominees of the re- 
I)ubllcan party. The deponent takes 
on himself the reBponsibllity for their 
coming, saying that it was originally 
his purpose to have about 1,000 n^n 
visit Frankfort each day for the last 
few days the contest was pending, not 
to Intimidate tlio legislators, hut to 
show them the extent of the feeling 
out in the state In the matter. 

He declaree Caleb Powers to be in- 
nocent, so Tar aa he knows, of any 
complicity in the murder of Ooebei, 
and Bays It was for that reason that 
he gave him a pardon. He says he 
never saw Jim Howard until after the 
death of Goebel, and never gave him a 
pardon for that or any crime. The re- 
sponses ruled out by the court are 
immaterial. The reading of the dep- 
ositions will be concluded Friday 
mornltag.

Oyster Bay. N. Y., Aug. 21— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, having made applica- 
ble to all departments of the govern- 
riieat eerrlce the principle he enunci- 
ated at the time he retaurtated Wil- 
liam Miller to the position In the gov- 
ernment printing office from which 
Miller had been dismissed because of 
a disagreement with the Bookbindera' 
union, Thursday night authorised the 
pnblleatloa of a letter whloh hae seat 
to each member of his cabinet on July 
It. The letter was signed by Mr. 
Barnes, the acting secretary to the 
president, and is as follows: 

"My Dear Sir: The president directs 
me to send yon herewith for your in- 
formation, copiee of two letters sent 
to Secretary Cortelyou with reference 
to the government printing office, 
which defines the attitude of the ad- 
ministration in connection with the 
subject discussed. They are sent you 
for your information and guidance, aa 
they Indlcato the policy of the presl- 
deirt In this matter." 

The letters to Secretary Cortelyou 
were written on July 13 and 14. The 
salient sentence of the first letter 
was- 

"There is no objection to the em- 
ployes of the government printing of- 
fice constituting themselvee Into a 

union if they so desire, but no rules 
or resolutions of that union can be per- 
mitted to override the laws of the 
United States, which U la my iwom 
duty to enforce." 

In the letter of July 14 the presi- 
dent quoted the finding of tho anthra- 
cite strike commission regarding the 
employment of labor aa follows: 

"It is adjudged and awarded that 
no person alidl be refused employ- 
ment or in any way discriminated 
against on account of membership or 
non membership In any labor organiza- 
tion and that there .''hall be no dis- 
crimination or interfc I enee with any 
employe who is not a member of any 
labor organization by members of such 
organizations." 

Concerning this principle the presi- 
dent wrote: 

"It is, of course, mere elementarv 
decency to require that all the govern- 
ment departments shall be handled in 
accordance with the principle thus 
clearly and fearlessly enunciated." 

TURKEY BACKS DOWN. 



The Qevaminent Accepts All the De- 
mands of Russia. 

Constantinople, Wednesday, Aug. 
19.— Tweflk Pasha, the Turkish foreign 
minister, yesterday visited the Rus- 
sian ambassador and notified him that 
the Turkish government accepted all 
the Russian demands and begged that 
the Russian squadron bo withdrawn 
from Turkish waters. _
